FOLLOW THE ACTION! 
(The HcCallma System of Notation) 
by Kalt Buchanan 

Since The Grudge Game is a deiaonstration garaa, hopefully many of you out there will 
loam something from It. That is why a detailed analysis of the stoves in prior seasons 
will appear periodically. To enable you to learn more easily from the moves themselves 
sad from this analysis, I would like to suggest to you the use of a recording system tiiat 
vas first Txro^osed to me ty John KeCallum. 

First* of~ all, v;rite Gases Research, Inc., 48 Warcham Street, Boston, H&ss. 02118 and 
send thoa $1.00 for 25 Diplomacy Conference Kapa. This should \& plenty to use for the 
System described below. Also, you will need seven crayons in the following colors j red 
(Austria), purple (England), blue (France), black (Germany), green (Italy), fcroim (Russia), 
and yellow (Turkey) , 

Now, to use the McCallua system, you take a separate map after each of the sprang and 
fall seasons end record the armies with a circle of the appropriate color and the fleets 
with a line. For the winter season, instead of a separate map, you use the fall map and 
make souaxa tetckote around a unit built and round brackets around a unit removed. lastly, 
retreats after the spring or fall season can be indicated by an arrow. Therefore, in the 
^^ibova way you can liavs a pttmamnt record of the entire game and follow its analysis for 
a modest investnont of 88^, assuming the game las-Is the average eleven gaae years. 

From ay own personal cxparienccr, I found this system to be ideal in gaiaes you 

P^ay in too. 2oing cyr* ex-postal chess player, I used to use the postal ehs-as albums as 
put ©uV"br Chess Review, After rtsnticnins this in an article of nd.no published in SoronlDlg 
#72, 2fcv2nVn~Vcr "iucTg suggested I ueo map tacks and board to adept tills to postal Diplomacy. 
However, due to the simultaneous r^oves, I have found the I-jcC&Huhi System warks much better 
in postal Bippy, as you axe less likely to cisplaco units.
